The  Utah  Symphony  Orchestra, 
under  the  direction  of  Maurice 
Abravanel,  will  bring  a program 
of  symphonic  works  to  the  stu- 
dents of  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity next  Wednesday,  8:15  p.m.  in 
the  Smith  auditorium. 

Maestro  Abravanel,  hailed  for 
his  versatility  and  excellent  mu- 
sicianship, brings  to  Provo  an  87 
piece  orchestra.  Former  BYU  stu- 
dents compose  approximately  one 
half  of  the  orchestra’s  personnel. 

Hailed  for  his  worn  in  promot- 
ing good'  music  in  Utah,  espec- 
ially among  young  people,  Mr. 
Abravanel  is  a strong  supporter 
of  contemporary  composers.  He 
has  performed  works  by  Utah 
composers  repeatedly,  and  has 
done  much  to  encourage  and  pro- 
mote Utah  musicians  and  music. 

Appearing  as  guest  artist  on 
the  program  will  be  Carl  Fuerst- 
ner,  piano  virtuoso,  of  the  Brig- 
ham Young  University  music  fac- 
ulty. Mr*.  Fuerstner  is  well  known 
for  his  controlled  power,  tech- 
nical skill  and  interpretation.

Amendment  Proposals  co-op  houses,  student  housing 

Presented  By  UNIVERSE 


In  accordance  with  ASBYU  con- 
stitutional ruling,  all  proposed 
changes  or  amendments  to  the 
studentbody  constitution  must  be 
printed  in  the  UNIVERSE  prior 
to  balloting. 

The  following  amendments  will 
be  voted  upon  by  members  of  the 
studentbody  on  Dec.  5. 

Changes  to  the  present  consti- 
tution are  represented  by  bold 
face  words  or  sentences. 

1.  To  make  the  editor  of  the  WYE 
magazine  a member  of  the  legislative 
Council. 

Amend  Article  III  Section  I,  Alb  to  read: 

"The  editors  and  business  managers 
of  the  newspaper  and  the  yearbook, 
and  the  editor  of  the  student  magazine.” 

2.  To  give  representation  to  all  relig- 
ious units  in  the  Legislative  Coundl. 

Revise  Article  III  Section  I,  A-l-b  to 
read: 

"One  representative  each  from  the 
inter-social  unit  council,  the  religious  or- 
ganizations, the  honorary  organizations, 
the  departmental  organizations,  the  ser- 
vice organizations  and  the  geographical 
organizations.” 

3.  To  eliminate  the  student  president 
of  the  University  Band  from  the  Legis- 
lative Council  membership  as  the  band

Revise  Article  III  Section  I,  A-4  to  read: 
"The  chairman  of  the  Student  Pro- 
gram Bureau,  the  Forensic  Manager,  the 
Yell  King,  a student  representative  of  the 
Honor  Council  and  of  KBYU,  the  nfcn's 
and  women’s  athletic  intramural  direc- 
tors, university  musical  organizations, 
cadet  commandant  of  the  A.F.R.O.T.C.  and 
an  elected  representative  of  the  athletic 
lettermen.” 

4.  To  add  a clause  which  will  en- 
courage Legislative  Council  members  to 
•become  acquainted  with  the  ASBYU  Con- 
stitution. 

Add  Article  III  Section  II,  D to  read: 
"At  the  beginning  of  the  fall  quarter 
of  each  year,  all  members  of  the  Leg- 
islative Council  will  be  required  to  take 
an  examination  on  this  constitution  un- 
til passed  satisfactorily.  Failure  to  pass 
this  examination  will  result  in  suspension 
of  voting  privileges  after  the  third 
meeting  of  the  Legislative  Council.  This 
examination  will  be  prepared  and  ad- 
ministered by  the  Executive  Coxmcil." 

. To  place  the  editor  of  the  WYE 
magazine  in  the  same  category  as  tne 
editors  of  the  other  student  pumications. 

Revise  Article  IV  Section  I,  A to  read: 
“Two  candidates  for  the  offices  of  ed- 
itor of  the  student  newspaper,  editor  of 
the  student  yearbok,  and  editor  of  the 
student  magazine,  will  be  chosen  by  the 
committee  on  student  publications.  This 
committee  will  consist  of  the  five  faculty 
members  who  constitute  the  Faculty  Pub- 
lications Committee  and  the  Incumbent 
editors  and  business  managers  of  the 
student  newspaper,  the  student  yearbook, 
the  editor  of  the  student  magazine,  and 
the  Stude-itbody  President.” 


Add  Article  IV  Section  I,  D to  read: 

“The  student  magazine  shall  be  known 
as  the  WYE." 

7,  To  permit  the  editor  of  the  WYE 
magazine  to  wear  the  official  Block 
emblem  on  a studentbody  sweater. 

Amend  Article  V Section  I,  B-3  to  read: 

"The  Block  Y with  a pen  and  ink-well 
by  the  editors  of  the  student  newspaper, 
the  student  yearbook,  and  the  student 
magazine.”  ' 

8.  To  clarify  the  present  procedure  of 
nomination  by  write-in  votes. 

Amend  Article  II  Section  III,  G-1  t® 
read: 

“1.  In  the  primary  elections  a write-in 
ca  didate  for  a studentbody  office  must 
receive  100  write-in  vote.s,  and  a write-in 
candidate  for  a class.  A.M.S.  or  A.W.S.  of-  i 
flee  must  receive  50  write-in  votes  in  or-  ] 
der  to  qualify  as  a candidate  for  the  final !

The  Young  apartmentvS  also  come  in  this  group,  but 
what  tired  brother  first  used  the  lacklustre  Campus  Dorm 
for  the  place  where  beauty  dwells?  Surely  there  is  some 
swain  who  can  originate  a name  to  add  atmosphere  and 
quality  to  this  dormitory. 

With  the  exception  of  Knight  and  Allen  Halls,  Iona  and  Warnick 
co-op  houses,  all  women's  dwelling  units  are  to  be  renamed.  John 
F.  Jones,  head  of  the  housing  office,  wants  all  students  with  a flair 
for  names  to  offer  their  creations  for  judgment.  The  one  whose 
name  for  Campus  Dorm  is  selected  will  receive  proper  recognition 
and  an  award  of  3fl0. 

The  UNIVERSE  will  receive  all  entries.  The  different  names  will 
be  published.  They  should  be  taken  to  room  24,  North  building. 

This  could  well  be  the  first  of  a move  that  will  see  other  campus 
buildings  receive  meaningful  names.  The  drab  sound'  of  the  Science 
building,  the  North  building,  the  bookstore  building,  and  the  housing 
units  under  construction,  may  also  vanish  from  the  campus.

Dear  Editor: 

Don  Oscarson  may  be  able  to  furnish 
proof  of  violations  by  the  Val  Nom  and 
other  social  units  during  the  recent  rush- 
ing activities,  but  let  me  assure  you  of 
this  fact:  Don  Oscarson  has  never  been  in 
possession  of  proof  necessary  to  justify 
the  numerous,  destructive  accusations 
made  in  his  letter  printed  in  the  UNI- 
VERSE on  Nov.  13,  1952.  Such  irrespons- 
ible, open  forum  correspondence,  in  my 
opinion,  does  not  contribute  toward  the 
realization  of  our  primary  objectives  at 


the  Brigham  Young  University. 

Don  Oscarson  states  .that  between  Oct. 
20  and  Nov.  13  (“the  last  three  and  one 
half  weeks”)  “the  Coordinator’s  office  has 
been  justifying,  rationalizing,  excusing, 
and  above  all,  hiding  the  facts;”  that  viola- 
tors have  been  “upheld,  protected,  and 
justified  by  faculty,  administration,  top 
studentbody  officers,  the  IOC,  and  the 
UNIVERSE;”  that  “nothing  has  been 
done!"  If  during  the  last  two  weeks,  Don 
Oscarson  had  been  considerate  enough  to 
spend  five  minutes  with  me  in  my  office 
during  the  day  or  to  telephone  me  during 
any  hour  of  the  night,  he  would  have  been 
given  facts  he  did  not  possess  which,  I 
believe,  would  have  satisfied  his  very 
strong  desire  to  create  a more  effective 
system  of  student  organizations  on  this 
campus  and  would  have  eliminated  mo- 
tivations which  resulted  in  his  attack  upon 
such  a host  of  people.  But  Mr.  Oscarson 
did  not  talk  to  me  during  the  last  fourteen 
days  of  the  period;  nor  did  he  talk  to 
the  Dean  of  Women. 

As  Student  Coordinator,  I want  Mr.  Os- 
carson to  know  that  there  are  certain 
facts  which  I possess  that  are  not  open 
to  anyone.  They  are  “hidden”  for  pro- 
fessional reasons  and  professional  reasons 
only.  Otherwise,  I would  betray  a precious 
trust.  Much  of  our  filing  system  was 
opened  to  him;  we  would  do  the  same  for 
any  student  or  faculty  member. 

Now  for  the  record.  On  the  basis  of  the 
facts  I possess  as  Coordinator,  I want  the 
students  of  BYU  to  be  assuured  that  vio- 
lators have  not  been  "upheld,  protected, 
and  justified  by  faculty,  -administration, 
top  studentbody  officers,  the  IOC  and  the 


UNIVERSE.”  Mr.  Oscarson  cannot  furr 
ish  proof  of  this.  It  is  true  that  disciplir 
ary  action^^has  not  as  yet  been  taken.  Bui 
much  has  been  done  toward  this  end. 

Over  three  weks  ago  I began  a serie 
of  special  meetings  with  members  of  th 
faculty  committee  on  student  organizt 
tions,  student  group  leaders,  and  grac 
uates  of  the  Y.  We  discussed  matters  pei 
taining  to  IOC  Procedures  and  Controls 
including  rushing  activities  and  specifi 
violations.  On  Nov.  3,  >I  informed  IO< 
members  that  the  administration  was  co| 
nizant  of  the  situation  and  that  disciplir 
ary  action  was  forthcoming.  On  Nov. 

I met  with  the  Dean  of  Students  and 
procedure  was  arrived  at  for  administrj 
tion  reprimand.  The  factor  of  proper  tin 
ing  was  agreed  upon.  This  step  was  take: 
because  the  IOC  had  not  been  fully  orgar 
ized — nor  had  any  student-initiated  wrii 
ten  complaints  been  received  by  this  o; 
fice.  Because  the  IOC  Court  could  not  b 
convened,  I took  steps  to  obtain  the  fact 
and,  if  necessary,  to  initiate  disciplinar; 
action.  Such  action  is  forthcoming,  not  b« 
cause*  Mr.  Oscarson  requested  inimediat 
action,  but  because  plans  had  already  bee: 
made  to  do  so. 

I should  like  Mr.  Oscarson  to  know  tha 
there  are  times  when  punishment  is  ver; 
necessary.  I should  like  him  to  know,  alsc 
that  there  are  times  when  reconstructioi 
is  a much  more  effective  procedure  thai 
retaliation,  especially  when  the  goal  is  th 
realization  of  ci;eative,  healthy  human  re 
lationships  such  as  we  envision  at  BYt 
Royden  C.  Braithwaite 
Coordinator  of  Studen 
Organizations. 


A CHANGE  IS  NEEDED 

“I  want  you  to  remember  that  you  ought  not  to  teach  even 
the  alphabet  or  the  multiplication  table  without  the  spirit  of  God.” 
This  familiar  admonition  of  Brigham  Young  to  Dr.  Karl  G.  Maeser 
at  the  founding  of  Brigham  Young  Academy,  in  most  instances  is 
still  respectfully  followed.  However  some  teachers  have  either  for- 
gotten or  do  not  feel  that  the  intended  meaning  applies  today. 

Brigham  Young  University  was  founded  so  that  truth  could  be 
taught  effectively.  Joy  and  happiness  are  integral  elements  of 
truth.  Certainly,  then,  if  the  Gospel  is  going  to  be  received  with 
joy,  it  must  be  taught  with  joy. 

Everyone  is  required  to  take  a religion  course  on  this  campus. 
It  should  be  so.  But  such  being  the  case,  certain  religion  instructors, 
knowing  that  their  classes  are  going  to  be  full  regardless,  don’t 
bother  to  depend  on  the  Lord.  Some  don’t  even  have  their  classes 
opened  with  prayer.  There  are  various  complaints  about  the  religion 
classes,  but  they  are  not  based  on  the  student’s  dislike  of  religion. 
Rather,  religion  just  isn’t  taught  in  the  spiritual  manner  that  is 
conducive  to  a clear,  spiritual  understanding. 

It  is  wondered  if  some  of  the  religion  teachers  really  have 
strong  testimonies  about  the  principles  they  are  teaching.  There  is 
evidence  of  the  “I  don’t  believe  this”  attitude,  “but  I have  to  teach 
it  anyway.”  A smile  as  well  as  an  occasional  testimony  bearing  by 
the  teacher  would  undoubtedly  strengthen  the  testimonies  of  the 
students. 

The  teachers  of  religion  at  the  Church  institutes  on  the  cam- 
puses of  other  universities  depend  on  tbeir  ability  to  teach  by  The 
spirit  in  order  to  get  a full  and  interested  class.  Perhaps  the  teachers 
here  should  teach  as  if  they  had  to  keep  a class.

Critic  Likes  Half  of  Drama; 
Moliere  Tops  Saroyan  1-0

Moliere  and  Saroyan  mounted  the  boards  of  the  University 
Theatre  in  a double  bill  last  week;  and  as  was  expected,  Moliere 
all  but  vanquished'  the  hapless  Californian. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  University  Theatre  and  to  Dr.  Preston 
Gledhill  for  giving  us  a spicy,  racy  production.  “The  Doctor  in  Spite 
of  Himself”  was,  incidentally,  convincing  evidence  that  the  Univer- 
sity Theatre  need  not  hesitate  to  present  deserving  drama  whic^ 
contains  sex.  As  gusty  a show  as  “The  Doctor”  Is,  it  was  carried 
off  in  such  a frank  and  spirited  style  that  nobody  could  have  con- 
sidered it  offensive.  Quite  the  contrary,  its  earthy  humor  was 
enormously'  appreciated  by  the  opening-night  audience. 

Dr.  Gledhill’s  light  touch  was  the  strongest  feature.  To  sustain 
it  he  used  a sweepstake  pace,  gay  and  frothy  costumes  and  great 
chunks  of  slapstick  business.  The  total  effect  was  one  of  hilarious 
abandon. 

Brad  Powell’s  blind  rage  over  the  doctor’s  preoccupation  with 
his  wife,  Jim  Fife’s  inspired  scampering  up  and  down  the  set 
steps  and  Ted  Hunter’s  naive  acceptance  of  the  would-be  doctor  are 
but  a few  examples  of  the  delightfully  shaded  farce. 

Morris  Hickman  in  the  difficult  role  of  the  doctor  was  satis- 
factory until  he  forgot  the  importance  of  ensemble  playing  and  called 
attention  to  himself.  His  collegiate  swagger  in  these  moments  was 
distracting.  Ann  Whiting  gave  added  evidence  that  she  still  reigns 
as  the  Theatre’s  finest  actress. 

“My  Heart’s  in  the  Highlands”  is  another  story.  A critic  writes 
that  we  like  the  play  insofar  as  we  experience  it  and  dislike  it  insofar 
as  we  do  not  experience  it. 

I cannot  help  feeling  that  the  cast  did  not  experience  very 
much:  as  a consequence  neither  did  the  audience.  As  an  example, 
Bob  Holman  never  convinced  me  that  he  was  in  conflict.  Nor  could 
I see  in  his  character  a love  of  beauty  nor  a dignity  in  the  obscure— 
which  qualities  his  character  should  have  had. 

The  entire  play  was  performed  on  a monotonous  level;  and 
was  sadly  burdened  with  equally  monotonous  music.  Had  there  been 
a few  contrasts  of  mood,  a few  changes  of  pace  or  a moment  of 
abandon  the  performance  might  have  achieved  balance.  Phillip 
Keeler’s  ballet  was  the  only  bit  of  spontaneity  in  the  show  but  R 
seemed  so  poorly  integrated  in  the  somber  production  that  it 

detracted.  > ■ . . , ^ • 4. 

Acting  honors  were  easily  won  by  the  whimsical,  often  poignant 
work  of  young  Mark  Oldroyd.  Chet  Harris  handled  his  body  well 
but  whatever  chance  he  might  have  had  of  building  a character  was 
ruined  by  the  underscore  which  all  but  played  the  death  scene  for 
him. 

The  Universal  Theatre  production’s  heart  may  have  been  m 
the  highlands;  but  its  feet  dragged  in'  a peat  bog. 

Three  cheers  for  the  sensitive  settings  created  by  Alfred  Sen- 
senbach  whose  arrival  is  one  of  the  best  things  to  happen  to  BYU 
since  the  Fieldhouse  was  completed.

Utah  State  got  its  long-awaited 
revenge  Saturday  when  the  visit- 
ing Brigham-  Young  University 
Cougar  football  squad  fell  before 
the  "hard-running  Aggies  27-26  in 
an  extremely  exciting  but  weath- 
er-ridden game. 

Played  on  a soggy,  snow  sur- 
rounded field,  the  two  teams 
played  spirited  football  from  the 
opening  gun.  The  Aggies  were 
out  to  even  the  score  from  the 
last  meeting  of  the  two  crews 
which  was  on  -the  Cougars’  home 
grid  last  year.  In  the  tussle,  the 
Cougars  squeezed  out  a thrilling 
28-27  win  over  the  Staters,  who 
had  harbored  a grudge  until  Sat- 
urday. 

The  difference  between  a win 
and  a loss  for  the  Cougars  proved 
to  be  in  the  extra  point  kicking. 
Utah  State  made  three  out  of 
four  of  their  extra  point  attempts 
while  the  Cats  chalked  up  two 
out  of  four.  The  other  two  at- 
tempts by  the  visiting  BYU  crew 
were  not  actual  attempts  at  all. 
Rather,  they  were  muffed  by  two 
outlandish  passes  from  center. 
Had  these  two  passes  from  center 
been  true,  it  is  highly  possible 
that  the  score  would  have  gone  in 
favor  of  the  Provoans. 

The  first  blood  of  the  contest 
was  drawn  by  the  home-standing 
Aggies  after  recovering  a fumble 
by  BYU  on  the  second  play  from 
scrimmage.  Four  plays  later,  Earl 
Lindley  cut  wide  around  his  left 
end  and  charged  into  the  end 
zone  for  the  score.  Jack  Hill  boot- 
ed the  extra  point  and  the  Aggies 
led  7-0  with  a little  over  two  min- 
utes gone  in  the  first  quarter. 

When  the  Cats  regained  posses- 
sion of  the  ball  they  rambled 
down  to  the  Aggie  26,  where  they 
got  in  position  for  an  attempted 
goal.  The  ball  was  muffed  before 
Jae  Ballif  could  boot  and  the 
Aggies  took  over  on  their  own  23. 

Utah  State  again  marched 
down  field  behind  the  running  of 
Delray  Campbell,  Lindley  and  Hal 
Garner.  The  trio  took  turns  car- 
rying the  ball  and  chalked  up  a 
first  and  ten  on  the  BYU  6.  Two 
plays  later,  Campt)ell  powered 
through  the  line  for  the  score. 
The  over -anxious  Cats  jumped  the 
ball  twice  on  the  extra  point  at- 
tempt before  Hill  booted  it  be- 
tween the  goal  posts  for  the  tally. 
The  first  quarter  ended  with 
Utah  State  leading  14-0. 

Marion  Probert,  Cougar  end,  re- 
covered an  Aggie  fumble  on  the 
A.C.  35  to  give  the  Cats  a shot 
at  the  scoring  column.  Reed  Stol- 
worthy  rambled  to  the  11  before 
he  was  dropped  from  behind. 
Three  plays  later,  Dick  Felt,  out- 
standing sophomore  back,  took 
the  ball  on  a double  reverse  and 
scored.  The  first  of  the  two  fate- 
ful bad  passes  from  center  pre- 
vented the  extra-point  kick  and 
the  score  stood  at  14-6. 

The  kickoff  from  the  Cougars 
was  then  taken  by  Hal  Garner 
who  made  a 44  yard  return  from 


deep  in  his  end  zone.  It  was  Gar- 
ner who  made  things  the  toughest, 
for  the  Cougar  defense  all  after- 
noon. Driving  down  field  to  the 

Y 37,  the  Staters  set  up  a play 
that  caught  the  famous  Cougar 
passing  defense  asleep.  Lindley, 
the  south-paw  chucker,  ran  to  his 
left  and  the  whole  BYU  team 
seemed  to  follow  him  obediently. 
Running  hard  to  his  left,  he  sud- 
denly stopped  and  threw  a bulls- 
eye  pass  to  Charlie  Hatch  on  the 

Y 30  who  crossed  the  goal  line 
without  a Cougar  getting  within 
ten  yards  of  him.  The  kick  was* 
no  good. 


Bouncing  back,  the  Cougars  be- 
gan a drive  that  carried  to  the 
Aggie  end  zone.  After  chalking 
up  a first  down  on  the  Cat  40 
due  to  unnecessary  roughness  on 
the  part  of  the  Farmers,  Darrel 
Doney  tossed  a pass  to  Owen 
Skousen  who  carried'  to  the  A.C. 
6.  Doney  then  found  Dewey 
Brundage  open  in  the  end  zone 
and  tossed  him  the  ball  for  the 
second  BYU  touchdown.  The  pass 
from ’center  on  the  kick  attempt 
was  again  no  good  and  the  score 
went  to  20-12  as  the  teams  left 
the  field  for  the  halftime  period.

Nation’s  24  Best  By  Look  Magazine 


Brigham  Young  University’s 
basketball  team  drew  a nod  of 
approval  and  a rating  last  week. 
It  was  rated  among  the  top  24 
cage  quintets  in  the  nation  by  a 
national  magazine  forecast. 

The  Cougars,  who  are  only 
minus  one  man  from  last  year’s 
crew,  have  been  picked'  to  win  the 
Skyline  conference  this  season 
and  they  are  expected  to  be  fol- 
lowed by  Colorado  A&M.  The 
forecast  listed  the  Cougars  as  the 
number  14  team  in  the  nation, 
ahead  of  such  teams  as  Kansas, 
Pennsylvania,  Eastern  Kentucky, 
Notre  Dame,  St.  Louis  and  Cali- 
fornia, Illinois  was  listed  first.

They  will  tangle 
with  St.  Louis  in  Provo  just  be- 
fore Christmas  and  with  Eastern.

Brigham  Young  University  stu- , 
dents,  who  love  to  dance,  and  the  I 
Y faculty,  who  love  to  have  them  I 
dance,  have  finally  found  the  solu- 
tion to  an  old  problem. 

Students  and  faculty  alike  had 
long  been  distressed  by  the  fact 
that  it  cost  so  much  to  bring  in  a 
top  orchestra  to  play  for  school 
dances — and  to  get  an  orchestra 
which  wasn’t  particularly  inter- 
ested in  maintaining  Church 
standards  at  that.

About  this  time,  another  young 
man,  named  Don  Toomey,  got 
wind  of  the  situation  and  ap- 
proached Mr.  Skdusen.  Toomey 
had  a small  combo  which  had 
been  playing  for  various  func- 
tions around  the  campus,  and  he 
had  plans  for  something  much 
bigger.  The  arrangements  were 
made,  and  Toomey  got  the  go-, 
ahead. 

Both  men  started  rounding  up 
student  musicians  as  soon  as 
school  started  this  fall,  and  both 
bands  made  their  initial  "official” 
appearance  at  the  Sophomore 
Loan  Fund  ball,  Toomey’s  band 


appearing  under  the  Brigham 
Young  Skyliners  label  and 
Shields’  as  the  “wYlanders.” 

Both  bands  are  available  to 
student  organizations  as  small 
combos,  and  interested  students 
should  get  in  touch  with  either 
Shields  or  Toomey.
